Dr.  Wilson  To  Discuss

American  Universities  Week 
continues  today  at  12:10  p.m.  and 
3 p.m,  in  the  Varsity  Theatre  with 
Dr.  Meridith  Wilson  speaking  on 
the  problems  of  the  “Multi-uni- 
versity.”

Dr.  Thomas,  a native  of  Sunny- 
side,  Utah,  pointed  out  the  dan- 
gers that  lie  ahead  for  students 
going  on  to  graduate  studies. 

“If  you  aren’t  careful,  you  will 
forget  to  live  while  in  graduate 
school,”  Dr.  Thomas  admonished. 
“You  live  in  anticipation  and  be- 
come lopsided.” 

The  BYU  Honors  Program  di- 
rector pointed  out  that  some  grad- 
uate study  is  trivial  and  is  ab- 
ject apprenticeship.  He  also 
stressed  the  importance  of  under- 
graduate grades  and  the  necessity 
of  being  meticulous  in  filling  out 
applications  for  graduate  school.

ASBYU  Budget  Under  Close  Watch 


The  student  $180,000  budget  pro- 
posal received  its  first  two  hours 
of  executive  council  attention  Mon- 
day. 

The  first  17  pages  of  the  56  page 
report  were  discussed,  and  only 
a few  minor  cuts  were  recom- 
mended. 

AMS  was  the  brunt  of  most  the 
changes.  A $500  spectacular  sound- 
ed too  expensive  to  ASBYU  Presi- 
dent Paul  Gilbert.  Another  $100  for 
a frosh  letter  and  the  book  sale 
were  cut  from  the  proposal. 


The  AWS  freshman  reception  ap- 
peared too  expensive  to  the  council 
and  it  was  recommended  to  cut 


the  $425  proposal  to  $150. 

Receiving  only  questions  and  no 
significant  recommendations  was 
the  $15,000  budget  suggested  by 
the  Student  Relations  Office.  Orien- 
tation, Leadership,  and  Y-Groups 
account  for  about  $10,000  of  the 
budget. 

The  executive  council  will  be  re- 
viewing the  budget  proposal  further 
in  their  meeting  today  at  5:10  p.m. 


Any  student  may  visit  the  meeting 
in  room  388  of  the  Wilkinson  Cen- 
ter. The  budget  with  the  council's 
suggestions  will  then  go  back  to 
the  budget  committee,  which  will 
adjust  the  final  budget  proposal. 

The  council  applauded  the  work 
being  done  by  the  budget  commit- 
tee under  the  leadership  of  Lee 
Radebaugh,  VP  of  Finance.  His 
committee  finished  the  first  pro- 
posal a month  earlier  than  last 
year’s  committee.

KENNEDY  RECEIVES  SUPPORT  ^ 

BOSTON  (UPI)— The  head  of  the  Mas- 
sachusetts Democratic  Committee  said  Tues- 
day  he  could  not  support  President  John- 
son’s renomination.  He  said  he  would  re- 
main officially  neutral  until  after  his  state’s 
primary,  then  work  unofficially  for  Robert 
F.  Kennedy. 

Lester  S.  Hyman  said  his  “overriding 
duty  is  to  keep  our  Llassachusetts  Demo- 
cratic party  together”  and  his  decision  to 
remain  neutral  in  his  capacity  as  chairman 
was  prompted  by  the  executive  board  of 
the  committee. 

HOUSING  LEGISLATION  SLOWED 
DOWN 

WASHINGTON  (UPI)  — A rebellious 
rules  committee  Tuesday  struck  down  the 
plan  of  House  Democratic  leaders  to  bring 
the  Senate’s  open  housing  bill  unchanged  to 
a showdown  floor  vote  next  week — and  per- 
haps at  all. 

By  an  8-7  vote  that  shocked  the  leader- 
ship, the  committee  decided  to  delay  its 
own  action  on  the  civil  rights  package  until 
April  9,  just  two  days  ahead  of  Congress’ 
scheduled  10-day  Easter  recess. 

Even  then,  there  were  signs  the  panel 
would  refuse  to  authorize  the  up  or  down 
vote  the  leadership  wanted.  If  it  did,  the 
House  vote  would  in  all  likelihood  fall  past 


the  April  22  start  of  the  Rev.  Martin  Luther 
King’s  “Poor  People’s  Crusade”  in  the  capi- 
tal. 


McCarthy  criticizes  war 

! WASHINGTON  (UPI)— Sen.  Eugene  J. 
McCarthy  charged  today  that  President 
Johnson  is  risking  “more  disorder,  more 
riots”  in  the  nation’s  cities  by  “wasting” 
$30  billion  a year  in  Vietnam  while  cutting 
back  the  war  on  poverty. 

The  pi'esidential  peace  candidate  called 
for  a guaranteed  annual  income  for  every 
American  and  said  the  United  States  should 
spend  “as  much  money  as  it  takes”  for  the 
next  20  years  to  improve  the  lot  of  every 
citizen.

ANNOUNCE 

WASHINGTON  (UPI)— Gov.  Nelson  A. 
Rockefeller  of  New  York  is  expected  to  an- 
nounce Friday  that  he  will  oppose  Richard 
M.  Nixon  for  the  Republican  presidential 
nomination  and  that  he  probably  will  cam- 
paign only  in  the  Oregon  primary. 

Every  indication  of  Rockefeller’s  im- 
pending decision  emerged  Tuesday  from  a 
news  conference  that  followed  a breakfast 
meeting  in  a private  Senate  dining  room 
between  the  governor  and  17  Republican 
senators,  many  of  them  pro-Rockefeller 
moderates.

Indians  May  Bring  . 
Lawsuit  Against  LessJ' 


WASHINGTON  (UPI) -The  Su- 
preme Court  cleared  the  way  Mon- 
day for  lawsuits  by  Indians  living 
on  “restricted”  land  who  feel  they 
are  harmed  by  oil  companies  de- 
veloping the  tracts  under  lease. 

The  8-1  decision  held  that  such 
damage  suits  need  not  necessarily 
be  brought  by  the  federal  govern- 
ment on  the  Indian’s  behalf. 

Chief  Justice  Earl  Warren  spoke 


for  the  court  with  Justice  It 
Marshall  not  participating. 

“Restricted”  lands  are,  ti' 
lotted  to  individual  IndiaS 
the  General  Allotment  Act 
and  held  in  trust  for  them  ai 
descendants.  About  400.000 
live  on  such  lands. 

The  trusts  were  designed 
vent  the  Indians  from^  u 
selling  the  land,  but  the] 
lowed  to  lease  it.
